With the Allied forces, especial­ 
ly the Americans, driving so 
rapidly and so unexpectedly in 
their conquest of Sicily, it is 
impossib le to keep maps up to 
date. 
However, the latest— 
which has b een changed with­ 
in the hour b y the spectacular 
dash of the Yanks—shows the 
progress of the war and its sup­ 
posed ob jectives. 
While Amer­ 
ican, 
Canadian 
and 
British 
troops 
plunge 
northward 
in 
Sicily, Axis troops which had 
waited in the westc rn part of 
the island for the invasion that 
occurred elsewhere, 
now 
are 
rushing east (large arrow) to 
escape entrapment. The fall of 
Fnna imperils the fleeing Axis 
forces which seem 
to 
have 
ab andoned 
Palermo, 
Trapani, 
Marsala anet other towns. 
In­ 
dications are that tjie remnants 
Of the defending 
armies 
soon 
will b e b ottled up in the north­ 
eastern corner (circle)

CUT IN GASOLINE

WASHINGTON. July 23— 
— 
Heavy guns of the United States 
Pacific fleet b omb arded Japanese 
positions on Kiska Island Thurs­ 
day, the Navy announced today. 
in the seventh surface attack this 
month against the enemy’s Aleu­ 
tians out pot. 
The shelling 
apparently 
was 
intended to ha.>ten the day when 
Kiska defenses will b e softened 
sufficiently for amphib ious as­ 
sault and a final campaign to 
throw the Japanese out of the 
western Aleutians. 
The surface attack was made 
b y warships which a Navy com­ 
munique describ ed only as “heavy 
and light surface units." 
Enemy shore gups returned the 
fire b ut none of 
the 
American 
ships was damaged. 
A Navy spokesman said heavy 
fleet units could include modern 
b attleships 
with 
their 
16-inch 


guns, older capital vessels with 
their 
14-inch 
guns, 
or 
heavy 
cruisers with their eight inch can­ 
non. 
All those guns are classed 
in the Navy as heavy guns. Light 
surface units include destroyers 
and light cruisers.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN

American forces, driving forward

Capture of the city represented 
a lightning advance for the forces 
of Lieut.

of tile Allied spearhead upon the 
north Sicilian coast. 
By the capture of Palermo. It­ 
aly’s sixth largest city, the Allies 
gained dominance of the Tyr­ 
rhenian Sea, the water approach 
to the western coast of Italy. 
The Axis was now b eing com­ 
pressed into an area of northea.d- 
ern Sicily little larger than Cap 
Bon where their Tunisian forces 
were destroyed last May. 
The main American forces, de­ 
spite the 
sweep 
over 
western 
Sicily, were ab out 30 miles south 
of San Stefano Di Carnastra on 
the 
north 
shore, 
where 
they 
could b e b rought to b ear upon 
this remaining b attle line. 
San Stefano Di Carnastra north 
of Erma, is connected b y a major 
highway with the Leonforte area 
northeast of Enna. 
Palermo, which lias a normal 
peacetime 
population 
of 
more 
than 300.000, is situated some 50 
miles from the western tip of 
the island and is the principal 
seaport. 
By 
driving 
through 
to 
the 
north coast to capture the city 
the American forces effectively 
cut Sicily into two parts, sealing 
the av enue of escape for Axis 
troops trapped in the west. 
(The Morocco radio said this 
morning Axis troops had ab an­ 
doned Marsala and Trapani at the 
western tip of Sicily and were 
withdrawing eastward.) 
An official announcement said 
the Americans entered Palermo 
at IO A. M. yesterday. 
(The fall of the city was an­ 
nounced in a special communi­ 
que which said a large sectio n of 
the Italian garrison had surren­

IN SCRAPBOOK 


Photographic Story Compiled 
With Selected Pictures 
From Newspapers

Baltimore — The 
one 
really 
unique wartime publishing venture 
springs 
from 
the 
brain 
of J- A. 
Hopkins, here in 
Baltimore. It is a 
kind of glorified 
scrapbook, giving 
photographically 
the story 
of the 
war 
in 
clippings 
from 
selected 
newspapers. 
Mr. Hopkins is not only the com­ 
piler of 
the 
history — which 
is 
titled 
"Diary of World Events'' — 
he is the publisher as well, and his 
clients include 
some of the 
most 
important 
libraries and colleges of 
the country, not to mention 
news­ 
papers and individuals. 
The system 
sounds 
simple, 
as 
Mr. Hopkins describes it. 
He does a full day s work in the 
teeming Candler building^ which is 
the home 
of the 
Social 
Security 
Board, a vast warren of files, filing 
clerks, filing 
devices and hurrying 
executives—one of which is Mr. 
Hopkins. 
Part-Time Historian 
Then he goes to his home on Cal­ 
vert street 
and begins 
his second 
day s work, which 
is to 
go care­ 
fully 
through 
three 
newspapers 
for stories on the war. He uses 
the 
Baltimore 
Sun, the 
New 
York 
Times, the New York Herald Trib­ 
une. Occasionally he 
supplements 
these 
with others 
from Washing­ 
ton, 
Newark. 
Madison, 
Wis., 
or 
what have you. 
"There 
isn t much 
use," he ex­ 
plains in his strong, practiced voice, 
"to go through hundreds of papers, 
because they all get their wrar news 
from the same services." 
He confines his clippings to fact 
no prophecy, no 
unfounded 
ru­ 
mor He sprinkles 
in some 
anec­ 
d o te s . pictures, and occasional car­ 
toons. 
The 
items 
lie pastes 
on 
sheets. 3-column size, ready for the 
photographer. Once a week he in­ 
dexes 
the 
product; approximately 
once a year he publishes a set of 
ten 
volumes. 
They 
are 
not, 
of 
course, set up and printed; they are 
reproduced by photography 
head­ 
lines and all. 
Began As Hobby 
Besides having die item exactly 
as it 
appeared, 
the 
photographic 
process 
has 
another 
advantage: 
it s cheaper, and the 
history is al­ 
ready 
28 volumes 
long with 
the 
possibility of years more to come. 
It began with the 
Munich 
broad­ 
cast -"Peace in our time"—of Sept­ 
ember, 1938, and Mr. Hopkins plans 
to continue it at least through the 
peace treaty. 
"I started 
it,” he 
explains, 
his 
sharp eyes darting 
about the bat­ 
tered but orderly 
desk, "as a pri­ 
vate project. I wanted to know’ ex­ 
actly what happned on a given day 
for my own satisfaction. 
Then it occured to me 
that the 
idea would be 
useful to die pub­ 
lic, and I offered 
it to some pub­ 
lishers. They were 
interested, but 
they 
wouldn't 
undertake it—they 
had no precedent 
for the sort 
of 
book 
it would 
make, 
and 
their 
sales organizations are not 
geared 
to that

rav , which d etects 98 per cen t of 
cases.
